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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1, 6, 7, 11 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Peterson (US 4,260,293 A) in view of Onstwedder Jr. (US 4,864,956 A). 

Peterson shows a floating dock (see fig. 3), which is considered to be a vessel. 
Peterson, however, does not a mechanism for mooring a boat - or floatable unit - to the floating 
dock. 

Onstwedder Jr. shows a floatable unit (fig. 1) moored to a dock by use of two springs 
attached to the stern, and a strap attached to the bow of the unit. 

It would have been obvious for one skilled in the art to moor a boat to the floating dock of 
Peterson, as taught by Onstwedder Jr. Having such arrangement would have allowed for a safe 
and yieldable mooring, while preventing any damage to the dock or boats during rough seas. 

It may be noted that with such arrangement, it would have been obvious for one to 
attach the stern springs to the vertical posts [130], as shown in fig 3 of Peterson. Re claim 6, the 
bow starps comprise first and second straps. 

Applicant may also note that in an alternative, the bow fasteners can be considered 
springs and the stern fasteners can be considered straps.
